Registration for the spring, 1971 
semester will be held from Jan. 5-9 
instead of during the semester break 

Regular classes will meet during the 
registration period except classes where 
facilities are displaced by registration 

The main reasons for the change are to 
cut down on change of programs and give 
stability to classes at the beginning of the 
semester, according to Registrar John 
Rooney 

The add-drop period will be ended on 
Feb. 26 so that the class tists will be 
complete before 4 month of the semester 
is gone 

Registration packets will be available 
after Christmas and during registration 
The schedule of classes will be available 
on Dec. 2% 

Rooney said that early registration has 
been tried at SSC before but it wasn't 

liked by the students. Continuing 
students were forced to compete with 
newly-admitted and readmitted students 
and this was cited as the main reason for 
student dissatisfaction with the early 
registration procedure 

This argument against early registration 
is no longer applicable as _ priority 
registration is not given to continuing 
students over new and_ readmitted 
students. 

Rooney said, “Everyone seems to be 
split on the merits of early 
registration, but hopes that “what it 
solves might ou'weigh all the other 
things. If it can smooth out the start of 
the semester I suppose it will be worth 
it.” 

With registration during regular classes, 

# some new and readmitted student may 
not be able to register early and will have 
to register late between Feb. 10-12. 

Students will be allowed to add classes 
after late registration is underway. Late 
registrants may add starting on Feb. 11 
and regular registrants can add on Feb 
12 

It will be an effort to get the carly 
registration procedure off to a good start 
Rooney said that it “crowds activities in 
the administrative area.’’ The admission 
cycle, new students computer operation, 
and the class schedule are all affected by

As_ students hurriedly 
scribbled down 11 digits, the actors told 
how credit card calls could be made for 
free charging the calls to giant 
corporations like Bank of America and 
Dow Chemical 

“There’s a bug in the system and 
brothers and sisters they can afford it,” 
the actors said 

Singing “Call your friends on the 
people’s telepone,” they exited from the 
Stage just as an actress dressed in a round 
“Miss World”’ costume rotated onto, stage. 

In keeping with ecology week at SSC, 
the next theme was ecology 

“Eco-man”’ was warned by Miss World 
that only 30 years of life remained for 
the earth’s inhabitants. Holding a plastic 
tulip, she lamented, “My sweet golden 
breath has turned thick with scum.” Then 
as students laughed, she cooed, “Alas and 
goddammit.” 

With Miss World's urging, Eco-Man made 
an unsuccessful appeal to the Federal 
Government, portrayed by a uniformed 
actor bedecked with medals and badges.

SAN PABLO (AP) - Policemen’s objection to a 
rendition of “The Star Spangled Banner” have 
touched off a controversy at Contra Costa College 

The Student Association voted Monday night to 
seek a lawyer to recover losses claimed at a dance. 

Dan Beckmeyer, association vice-president, said that 
when a five-piece band played the national anthem 
Jimi-Hendrix-style, four policemen told them they 
couldn’t play it that way. 

The student leader said the 45 persons attending the 
Friday night dance had “such a feeling of hostility” 
that it was called off to “avert a possible riot.” 

San Pablo police Sgt. Hoyle Stapleton said police 
did not order the music stopped but objected to 
playing the anthem in a “disgraceful, ridiculous 
display.”” He added that the band members then just 
walked off. 

Beckmeyer said heavy police patrolling discouraged 
people from attending but he had no figures on 
losses. 


Peace Corps Director to host seminar 


The director of the US Peace 
Corps will speak in a 
faculty-student hour at 3 p.m. 
Monday, Nov. 9 in Science 452. 
Joseph H. Blatchford, the 
youngest agency director under 
the Nixon Administration, is 
expected to explain the role that 
the Peace Corps plays in-meeting 
the needs of under-developed 
countries. 

Blatchford has proposed “new 
directions”’ for the Corps, 
including plans to recruit enough 
skilled volunteers who can help 
countries with ‘‘high-priority 
necds."" The volunteers are to 


work with the impoverished and 
Two 


the disenfranchised, while 
remaining in touch with the world 
community at large. 

Specific skills needed are in the 
areas of science, math, vocational 
education, accounting, 
engineering, architecture, city 
planning, and business courses 
(especially economics). There are 
opportunities for volunteer work 
in Asia, Africa, Latin American, 
and in the South Pacific. 

Mr. Blatchford is a graduate of 
UCLA and holds a law degree 
from UC Berkeley. While 
attending Berkeley, he decided to 
take a year off in which he 
organized a good-will tour to 


Latin-American countries. 

After graduation and still 
disturbed by the existing 
conditions of poverty in the 
places he had visited, Blatchford 
set up a private, non-profit 
community development program 
called ACCION. Ten years later, 
ACCION is now a thriving 
organization, run and supported 
by people from the countries 
which now have such self-help 
projects

Pornography, derived from the Greek word meaning harlot. In o 
society, the word connotes vulgarity, filfh, moral decay, sex 
deviation, and all the other nasty stuff we Americans love. Every ye 
in this country, pornography accounts for hundreds of millions 
dollars in sales of books, movies and other sundry items 
self-respecting pornographfreak would be without. Two areas of spec 
interest for politicians, churchmen, and mothers- of all kinds are str, 
joints and movies. From the Sunset Strip to Broadway to K Street, lin 
of searching men pay their few dollars to be entertained and excited f 
a couple of hours 

For many years the “dirty movie” has been relegated to smoke-fille 
rooms where bourbon filled gents catcall, whistle, and sometim 
drool at celluloid sex. Thanks to a “liberal’’ Supreme Court (tho: 
wishing to do so may substitute other phrases at this poin 
pornography has been made available to millions more people tha 
deSade could ever dream of, not to mention Cleland, Samuel Pep 
Lawrence, and Mark Twain. As with every other endeavor of hum 
activity, pornography has developed a cult of devotees a 
practitioners, those who create, collect and disseminate works of an‘ 
erotic nature. Films offer the perfect outlet for the pornographer. They 
are easy to make; all that is needed is a bed and a camera, no words are 
needed; pictures are far more blatant and expressive to the smut fan 
than words could ever be, and the profit to cost factor is phenomenal 


Unfortunately, pornography soon gets boring. There are only so many , 
things you can do and show. No amount of close-ups or repetition 
forestall this conclusion. Coupled with the touchy positio 
pornography finds itself in, regarding the social assault upon it, the 
dirty filmmaker has to come up with new ways of presenting his ‘art.’ 
The newest form of skin-flick is the semi-documentary/social approach 
Many films are now out that supposedly deal with the analysis of 
pornography in this and other countries. The favorite nation for the 
blue movie maker is Denmark, the tiny European nation that has found ¢ 
herself the queen of smut. Some of the film titles show this new wave 
“Pornography in Denmark,” “Denmark: Liberation at Last,” and 
“Danish Sex Fair, 1969,” 


The first and most profitable of the Danish films is ‘Pornography in 
Denmark’ produced by San Francisco's Alex de Renzy. De Renzy took 
a film crew to Denmark and filmed various sexual adventures under tige ¢ 
guise of a documentary. The result was a million dollar film from 
twelve thousand dollar investment. As for the merits of the film, the 
are almost entirely lacking. There is no attempt, whatsoever, 
anything more than straight sexploitation. That is the flaw of a 
pornoflicks, there is a void between the acts shown on the screen an 
any sense of redeeming factor that might elevate the sexual portraya 
to more than a fictitious few minutes of sweating flesh. This is eve 
more evident after seeing de Renzy’s new film “History of the Bl 
Movie.” 

Produced by de Renzy through the © -reening Room, San Francisco 
answer to Twentieth-Century Fox, “H tory of the Blue Movie,” agai 
in the guise of a study on sex films. this new celluloid sextravaganza 
loaded with undulating skin and ponderous organs in a myriad a 
positions and many in unglorious color. The film is billed as the fi 
comprehensive “history” of the stag/dirty movie. This statement doe 
have a bit of truth to it, but the thread of its validity is rather weak. 

With a narration drawn from Hollis Alpert’s “Playboy” articles on se 
in the cinema and a few quotes from a Kinsey report, the ninety minut 
film is nothing more than a dozen stag films spliced together i 
chronological order. True, within this framework is a histori 
treatment of sex films, but. there is not a single explanation as to t 
reason for such films or the people who created any of these bits a 
movie history. Yet there is a great wealth of information provided b 
this film. The entire worth of the film is in the first twenty minut 
Two early sex films, “Free Ride” and “On the Beach” give the viewer 
new approach in this type of cinema. Although these films don 
pretend to be anything but entertainment for men they bring this abo 
in a delightful manner. Surrounding the sex adventures of the men an 
women is a plot and a great deal of humor. These films are a great de 


,of fun to watch and the sex displayed, although graphic, does not ha 


the hard, raw effect as does the modern counterpart. 

Another worthwhile aspect of this film is the chance to see many 
the classic sex films of the last half century. Included in this movie 
“Keyhole Antics,” “Smart Alec,” “None Story” and other assorte 
shorts. Two important points are provided by this film: (1) discoverin 
that sex films can be fun, and (2) that this type of skin-flick can b 
raised above the level of such other films and not be pornographic. 

The film that shows this is “The None Story.” The film has no plot, 
is not shot weil, and the sex is rather simple, but the woman in the fil 
is actually experiencing an emotional release, and her emotions rais 
this film to a height unattainable by other flesh films. 


Whether many “normal” people (young couples on a date, etc.) wi 
see this film is not important. What is important is that the people wh 
make this type of movie should see this film. Why? Because within thi 
movie is a lesson for all pornographers, sex can and should be mor 
than just a physical act. When it is raised above the level of animal urge 
it is »o longer pornography. s 

“History of the Blue Movie” is both a dirty film and a sociologic 
exercise in human creativity. As long as there is a need for this type o 
film, they shall continue to be shown, not in smoke-filled rooms, bu 
legal theatres. Maybe when this film style is made with a sense o 
beauty and artistic creativity, and books are no longer banned 
fromschool libraries then the word pornography may fade back td 
those Grecian hills whence it came.

State College budget, the reality 
of our new library lies somewhere

It was thought that by adding 
study space to the other campus 
buildings, some of the pressure on 
the library could be lessened. But 
virtually all of the departments 
are facing space and funding 
problems of their own. Perhaps by 
long-range planning this could be 
feasible. But as a “now” solution,

The most ingenious solution to 
the library's space problem is the 
proposal to build an air-supported 
building. The building is built 
from a canvas-type plastic spread 
over huge wire arches making a 
cigar shaped enclosure. This can 
be built very cheaply and, if 
leased, could fit into the library's 
operating e X penses Fans 
constantly pump air into the 
building, which keep the structure 
up. If by any chance powe: is cut 
off, the building slowly setiles to 
the ground in about two hours 
The building could be used to 
store book stacks, enabling the 
rest of the library to be used for 
other services. But, this temporary 
building only lasts seven years, 
thus adding the bonus that we are

The Vietnamese government 
which expresses its concern about 
the black market and corruption 
has been reluctant to deport even 
those who are known, such as the 
Indian “merchants” who account 
for an estimated 70 per cent of all 
illegal money trarsactions 
Inevitably, this lack of action 
suggests to some American 
authorities that certain key 
Vietnamese officials must be (1) 
cut in on the black market and 
smuggling profits. or (2) accepting 
bribes to look the other way 
Reporting confidentially to high 
U.S. officials, the government's 
Interdepartmental Action Task 
Group IATG~ estimated that 
what it called ‘‘an illegal 
community” includes about 
10.000 “third country nationals” 
and some 5,000 Americans, both 
civilians and military deserters 
Most are said to live in the 
Saigon area amid a 
refugee-swollen population in a 
crazy tangle of rundown slums 
and squatter huts 

The main motive is profiteering 
This is the land of the biggreen,” 
as one top U S. official put it 
While a computer keeps track of 
Gl money orders transactions 
and passengers on a “spot check” 
basis are made to turn their 
pockets out and open every bag at 
the Saigon airport. the Indian 
money changer smiling and 
unperturbed carries on at the 
same old stand 

One of the stands happens to be 
a two-room suite in Saigon’s 
Majestic Hotel, which is owned by 
the Vietnamese government 
Adversity has brought about a 
certain sophistication in the 
“Bank of India “ as the venerable 
system is widely called in 
Vietnam. Now the mild mannered 
man from Madras spares the 
money manipulator the 
embarrassment of smuggling green 


dollars past the sharp-eyed, 


American trained customs agents 
at Tan Son Nhut Airport The 
new ply is for the customer to 
give his check or cash for 
whatever amount. to a brother 
Indian operating in Hong Kong or 
Singapore. In return. he receives a 
magazine with a certain word 
underlined on a certain page. By 
showing the magic word to the 
indian back in Saigdn or Da Nang 
the appropriate amount of black 
market piasters are paid out 

For those who prefer to trade on 
a regular basis there is the 
arrangement ploy of writing to 
one's bank in New York or 
Chicago or San Francisco and 
having a specified number of 
dollars paid into a certain 
Amcrican account 

Estimates are that the Indian 
brotherhood is conducting a 
money smuggling ring carrying 
anywhere from $100 million to 
$150 million a year out of the 
Republic of Vietnam 

Two years ago John McGee, a 
Navy civilian fuel inspector in 
Bangkok, slerted Senate 
investigators to widespread theft 
and diversion of U.S. military 


search to Vietnam, Okinawa, th: 
Philippines and the Republic of 
China the General Accountiig 
Office found that milhons of 
gallons of U.S. combat fuels had 
gone astray through pilferage ind 
sloppy controls 

In Vietnam, fuel 
were using tank trucks with false 


bootlegers 


bottoms and hidden 
compartments, tampering with 
the company scais and jpages 


finding a way to remove thi: valves 
without breaking them, placing 
water bottoms and sandbags in 
the trucks ‘vo replace stolen fuels 
tapping the bottom of tanks or 
siphenine from the top, using false 
calibravion rings, bolts iind tables 
yn trucks to give a misleading 
cargo reading 

With almost certain ollusion at 
both ends of the journey from 
fuel dump to US. or ARVN 
military outpost, trucks and 
sometimes whole conveys were 
going astray 

Shell, Esso and Cal-Tex, the 
three civilian contractors handling 
Pol Petroleum oil 
lubricants for the military in 
Vietnam through already existing 
tank farm facili/ies, insisted that 
they had never had a truck load 
come up short or missing when 
sent to a civilian service station in 
the country, indicating a lack of 
Anterest on the part of the military 
in policing its requirements 

On its own, and with some howls 
from Congress and prodding by 
the GAO, the military set about 
controlling the wayward fuels 
The resulting reforms drew the 
praise of both the government 
accounts and the congressional 
investigators 

Doing away with the old divided 
responsibility. which gave the 
army control over fuels 
everywhere in Vietnam except the 
First {orps in the north~ which 
the Navy ran and left the Air 
Force in charge of its own. a joint 
headquarters SZB Area Petroleum 
Office gave the Army control over 
all petroleum deliveries 

The Army set about burying 
pipelines, limiting flow to daytime 
hours patrolling the line with 
dogs, helicopters and troops 
leaving the line full of heavy diesel 
fuels at night and even pulling up 
some of the pipelines as road 
security became better 

Pipeline losses which once ran as 
high as 36 per cent were cut to 2 
per cent. and the highest recent 
loss reported on any line from an 
accidental or planned rupture was 
20 per cent 

Fuel terminals used imprint 
Stampers to curb counterfeit 
delivery slips, rode shotgun 
patrols behind conveys. put time 
checks on truck departures and 
arrivals, stepped up their tank 
inspections at the refinery gate to 
insure full cargoes and search for 
false bottoms 

Shell, Esso and Cal-Tex 
exchanged a blacklist of 
subcontractor drivers suspected of 
diverting cargoes or caught with 
short loads. New contracts with 
ship firms and seagoing tankers 
required the contractor to deliver 
100 per cent of what was loaded 
instead of the government 
insuring him against intransit 
losses 

The reforms were widely 
applauded, but today the black 
market in stolen fuels is bigger 
than ever 

The road from Saigon to Bien 
Hoa is lined with little ladies 
selling pinkish liquids in old 
whisky and mineral water bottles 








































Tho Nha Trang, Qui Nhon, Pleik 
and wherever else the motor bike 
purr a phenomenon that didn 
exist when McGee first happened 
on the big fuel oil mystery 
The military says most of the 
bottle gas on sale along the road 
is small stuff siphoned from 
parked jeeps and trucks. The 
commercial refineries, which sell 
their gasoline at three times the 
black market price, say it is top 
grade motor fuel lately misplaced 
by the military or gone astray 
somewhere en route 
Saigon, a city bloated by war t& 
a population of nearly two 
million, has an incredible 894,000 
registered vehicies, not counting 
military trucks and Jeeps, or 
almost one for every other citizen 
Hatcher James adviser to the 
mayor of Saigon. has no doubt 
that the chaos of pollution and 
noise engulfing the city is 
sustained by the black market in 
fuels 
Part of the control problem 
stems from the fact that all 
controls end where the 
Americans are concerned, as seen 
as U.S. financed petroleum 
products are delivered at a 
Vietnamese base 
It is compounded by the fact 
that the big three. Shell. Cal-Tex 
and Esso, entrust all their 
deliveries outside the major cities 
to subcontractor truckers who all 
through the war have had a strange 
and charmed history. In the best 
of times in the worst of times 
the gasoline —_ tank trucks 
roamed the countryside over] « 
roads that armored battalions 
would never venture upon. They 
hit an occasional mine, but there 
is no recorded instance of a tank 
truck being ambushed or hyacked 
by the enemy 
The commerciai refineries 
stoutly deny that they ever paid 
off the Viet Cong in any form to 
keep the trucks rolling, but they 
admit that where the 
subcontractors were concerned 
they never asked any questions 


But some oil men describe a 
working arrangement between the 
subcontractors aad the Viet Cong 
whereby the drivers pick up a 
colored safe-passage sticker for 
their windshields at a prearranged 
point near the terminal bet 
proceeding into enemy territory 
The stickers, good only for a 
certain period, indicate to Viet 
Cong manning the roadblocks that 
the V.C. tax has been paid 
Different colors are used for 
different days. But since the 
enemy's fuel requirements have 
always been minimal, most of the 
safeguards have been aimed at 
keeping combat fucls off the 
civilian black market 

Both civilian and military 
inspectors are seeking but have 
yet to find any concrete link 
between fuel thefts and the 
underworld of AWOLS, deserters 
and former hard hats who run the 
rackets in Saigon 

It's got to be an inside job to 
get a whole truckload,” said a 
sergeant on duty at the Nha Be 
facility. “Someone's got to know 
the system to get at those seals 
and papers.” 

For all the new controls and 
safeguards, the General! 
Accounting Office last month had 
to report to Sens. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., and Jospeh 
Montoya, D-N.M., that efforts to 
halt the theft of millions of gallons 
of combat fuels in Vietnam 
Thailand and clsewhere in

Black market runs rampant in Saigon 


Southeast Asia had been 
unsuccessful.Though their 
documents may have expired 
members of the great colony of 
illegals in Saigon find it easy to 
get new visas, work permits, 
identification and PX ration cards 
on the black market 


Just about everything is available 
for 4 price 


The U.S Command 
court-martials military deserters 
thieves and black marketeers 
when it catches them. But the 
courts have held that American 
civilians in Vietnam can't be tried 
under military law. And US. civil 
law does not apply here 


So it’s up to the South 
Vietnamese police and 
immigration agencies to push or 
expel lawbreaking American 
civilians. But this is a rare 
occurrence 


According to sources connected 
with the U.S. Mission's Irregular 
Practices Committee, fewer than 
ten Americans have been jailed, 
and these were flagrant violators 

Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker is 
known to have pressured the 


South Vietnamese government to 
deport erring American civilians 
While the U.S. mission tries to 
goad the South Vietnamese into 
action, American sources said 
“the Philippine Embassy couldn't 
care less’ about repatriating its 
errant nationals 


U.S. officials credit 
Korean authorities with taking 
firm measures against their 
nationals if a specific complaint is 
brought to their attentior. 

In the case of GI black 
marketeers and money offenders, 
military police have been stepping 
up arrests. As of Aug. 31 this 
year, 766 Gls had been entered on 
military police blotters for 
changing money illegally, nearly 
twice as many as in the first eight 
months of 1969 when there were 
150,000 more troops in Vietnam 

So far this year, through Aug 
31, the MP’s have picked up 576 
military personnel for peddling 
PX and commissary goods on the 
black market. Last year at the 
same time records listed only 246 
black market commodity 
offenders. The offenses vary from 
handing over a carton of cigarettes 
to @ street corner “merchant” to

diverting a truck load of 
PX-bound cognac. The latter 
incident was tossed out by a 
military court when all the 
Vietnamese witnesses disappeared 
Occasional MP stakeouts of 
Indian money changers are 
credited with discouraging GI 
customers and accounts for a 
number of the arrests 
American deserters live on the 
run. They frequenti, band into 
small colonies, working for a 
Vietnamese ‘‘papa san” who 
supplies them with real or 
counterfeit papers and ration 
cards 
Col. G.S. Black, the provost 
marshal for Saigon, said his MPs 
arrest between 90 and 110 
deserters and AWOLS a month 
But, Black said, “I frankly don't 
know how many deserters and 
AWOLS are in Saigon.” 

Careful to wear proper uniforms 
and appear legitimate, these 
deserters go to the PX and buy 
things with the ration cards given 
them by their “papa san.” 

After the PX items are sold or 
the black market, the deserters get 
a cut and “that’s how they make a 
living,” said Black
